To all. It-appcars'to mean an absence of 
thooHnff-war-Tlie-dllfMciices arise over what 
.ne»-inioglne-wHl-iiappcu-o r ^H-t m pp fnlng' 
while this condition of nonviolence persists. 

To the Soviet leaders Jn the Kremlin, co- 
existence clearly does not mean a state of 
happy comradeship with the free nations. It 
spells opportunity "for conquest by nonmlU- 
lary devices,- for sprcfldlns Its power Ihroirgh 
use of all lhc -economic and political wllcs It 
can apply. It Is war without guns. 

In the free world, some men sgc coexistence ' 
as omountlng to actual surrender to commu- 
nCSt domination, or at the very least a weak- 
-itnccti.aDDcascmciiC. jriie, togh .oA;hi?._v(cr 
Is that sooncT-or later cohimunlsts and free 
men must clash Imrar. alnco to do nothing 
Is to lose. 

At the other end of the scale, there are 
those who look upon coexistence as practic- 
ally synonymous with a glorious peace found- 
ed on real understand! no; between east und 
west. These men seem willing to take Russian 
declarations of peaceful purpose at full value.

By this definition of coexistence, free men 
are not to be sitting ducks, waiting to be sur- 
rounded by hostile animals moving ever 
closer. They are men alert to their peril, 
strong enough to meet It. aggressive enough 
politically and economically to help lessen the 
danger In the world's soft spots. 

Somewhere In this middle realm lies the 
policy Secretary or state Dulles and his west- 
em diplomatic collaborators are trying to lay 
down. They are searching for a, path that 
can permit free men to live without guns 
beneath their pillows, In nightly fear of the 
communist trespasser. They think It can be 
had without war. 

Recently the eloquent Winston Churchill 
voiced this hope; 

"We might even find ourselves. In n few 
years, moving along a broad causeway of
